the seizure of three truck loads of 
beer entering New Tork from the 
Jersey shore in charge of two prohi- 
bition agents, thought by the alleged 
owners of the liquor to have been sue-. 
cessfully bribed. The agents after ac- 
cepting money offered as a bribe ac- 
companied the beer to "ward off the 
police" and permitted the three trucks 
to get -well into the city before the 
seizure was made. 
9Bc men. were ar- 


rested. 


Officials said this cargo was only 


the first of several hundred the New 
Jersey men thought they were going 
10 get into New Tork under the pro- 
tection of agents. 
Earlier in the day, federal agents 


-.vorking under directors from Wash- 
,ngton. bagged eleven alleged con- 
spirators in the Hotel Pennsylvania 
-ind elsewhere who were alleged to 
have used $80.000 to bribe agents not 
to stop brewing in New Jersey and let 
;ip the bars for entry into New Tork. 
The agents in turn were making regu- 
lar reports of their collections to 
Washington from where instructions 
v,-ere being issued. 
The alleged conspirators were met 
at the hotel by appointment, one at a 
lime and arrested. 
United States Attorney Hayivard 
said the government had confiscated 
$80 000 given to agents as bribes and 
declared that probably $700.000 had 
been given in, bribes since the con- 
spiracy originated.

Criticises Monopolies Pro- 


posed By Belgium In 
Plan To Settle Repara- 
tions Question. 


(Bjr The Associated Press.) 
PARIS, Oct. 19 —The German go*. 


ernment set forth its views on th« 
Belgian plan 'for a settlement of the 
reparations question'' announced 
In 
the recent Belgian Gneybook. The 
opinion, according to the Temps, will 
be sent soon to the reparation com- 
mission. 


It is said to be strongly critical of 
the monopolies proposed by Belgium. 
it being maintained that they would 
constitute a tax on the general popjl- 
ation instead of householders of th« 
nation's wealth and it eliminates all 
the monopolies except three— al- 
cohol, sugar and salt-which accord- 
ing to the Belgian 
experts would 
bring in 800.000.000 gold marks. At 
the same time the Germans claim 
that they cannot simultaneously cede 
monopolies and resume coal deliver- 
ies, contending that they either must 
retain the proceeds from monopolies 
to pay owners of coal, or if thfe .mono- 
polies are ceded -for reparations ther 
must be relieved, at 
least for the 


time being obligation of delivering 
coal. 
Finally the Germans will not 


agree to inter-allied exploitation of 
the German railroads but they say 
they will consent to pay rent for them 
on condition that the Rhenish West- 
phalian Railroads are returned to 
them.

The question of participation by- 
the Allies in the profits of German 
industry in the proportion of 26 per 
cent, is subject to a series of techni- 
cal explanations,

Four 
negroes, 
who 
fled 
from 


a 
Buick 
car 
last 
night 
which 


had collided with a Ford, resulting In 
the death of Howard Alderson, twen- 
ty-year old youth of Ingram, were 
this morning placed ur,acr- orrest and 
jail. Those arrested were "Willie Nor- 
man, 
driver: 
George 
Gravely, Kva 


Stroud and Henrietta Halrston. The 
arrests were made by Sergeant J. 11. 
Martin, Patrolman O. W. Bates and 
County Officer J. W. Pugh, who have 
the case in charge. 


Young Alderson was almost In- 


stantly killed this morning shortly 
after midnight at a 
point 
on the 


Bradley road, when the Ford ma- 
chine which his cousin, Ernest Ald- 
erson was driving and in which he 
was 
ai passenger, craiihod head-on 


with a Buick car laden with negroes, 
said to be two men and two women. 
The accident occurred near the home 
of Dr. Lester. 
The two Alderson youths, it is said, 


were returning to their home. They 
occupied the front seat, Ernest driv- 
ingr- The Buick machine was coming 
back to Danville from South Boston. 
"When the crash came, Howard was 
hurled partly through the windshield, 
the glass 
cutting his throat and 


severing 
the 
carotid artery. 
The 


steering -wheel kept Ernest from also 
being thrown through the windshield. 
Howard died from loss of blood be- 
fore medical aid could reach him. 
The Ford car was knocked diagonally 
across the road. 
The front wheel of 


the Buick was broken. 
The negroes 


hurriedly left the scene when they 
saw how seriously the youth had been 
hurt. None of them were hurt. 


In the meantime Ernest hurried to 


a. farmhouse and called a. physician, 
Dr. J. J. Neal responding but too late 
to be of any assistance to the bleed- 
ing youth. 


Ernest reported the number of the 


car to the police and it was through 
this that the owner was traced and 
the arrests resulted. 


The AJdersons had been on a visit 


to Danville and were returning to 
their homes at Ingram in Pittsylvania 
county. 


It is learned that the negroes were 


coining from South Boston where they 
had attended the Halifax Fair. 


All four of the negroes are charged 


with alOlnjy and abetting in murd<'i 
because of the fact that they Old not 
offer uny ul<i to the 'lying youth ami 
fled from the HCOHP. and did nut tcl 
any one of the accident.

tracing up the own or of the

through the number "f the license tag 
secured by Krnest Alderson. 
it was 


learned that the machine belonged lo 
George Gravely. 
Thf arrosts then 


followed in (juick order. Kach of the 
negroes made statements to Sergeant 
Martin this morning and all of them 
were practically tho same.

women were in the rear .seat asleep. 
Norman was driving and Gravely wa« 
seated beside him. Gravely says that 
he 
warnr-d

Gravely clf- 


clared thnt it looked to him that Nor- 
man at times was running around 60 
miles an hour. 


From the statements of the negro"s 


it appears that both cars were in the 
middle of the road. When they came 
over the knoll, Norman says they were 
in the middle of the road. So was the 
Ford car, which ho (said was going at 
a moderate rate of speed. Piecing lal 
the statements together 
it appears- 


that when Ernest Alderson saw thr< 
car coming in the middle of the road 
at such a terrific rate, it looked ap- 
parently to him that it was nclned to 
go to the left or to hif> right. He then 
cut to the left, it would appear, to 
miss the speeding machine. 
At this 


point the Buick car was cut back to 
its right and both machines rnet head- 
on. Eva Stroud, who weighs 100 
pounds and who was sleeping, was 
hurled out of the car a good distance 
into a wheat field. The other woman 
was also hurled out of the machine 
into a gulley. 
Gravely was thrown 


under the Ford car from his machine, 
while Norman, behind the wheel re- 
ceived a. severe jolt by coming in con- 
tact with the wheel. 


In their statements this morning it 


was admitted that all of the negroes 
were drinking. 


They admitted that when they left 


the scene, young Alderson was lying 
in the road calling for help. 


Norman is said by the police to be a 


reckless driver. 


School Superintendent Analyzes 


Work Done During Past Year 


The annual report of W. C. Griggs, 


superintendent of the public schools, 
was presented to the schoofboard at 
its meeting last night, this containing 
valuable 
statistical data, showing the 


attendance in each public school and 
the daily average attendance. 
The 


finances of the public schools are also 
gone into in the report. 


In his report the superintendent 


devotes some tme to the development 
of physical culture in the city schools, 
tells what has been accomplished 
along that line, noting that the Sack 
of playgrounds was a handicap in 
developing the work in the colored 
schools, this fac:litj' is stiil lacking- in 
that while much has1 been dor.e by 
the f'arent-Teachers Associations in 
providing lunch rooms in some of the 
schools, this facility is still lackng in 
the J31igh school on Grxxve street. 


Special-reference is made in, the re- 


port to the work among the teachers 
and Mr. Griggs states th<it it is -pur- 
posed to hold regular meetings of the 
Danville Teachers Association eitflr-ng 
the present year, at which time the 
work will be discussed and some sub- 
ject of interest to teachers discussed 
or made the subject of a special ad- 
dresse. 


'Brief reference is made lo the 


crowded condition in the schools and 
the necessity 
of 
using the 
school 


buildings for forenoon and afternoon 
sessions in order to take care of 
children of school ago- 


The 
following recommendations 


are mace in the closing passages of 
Mr. Griggs' report: 


1. That in v;ew of the probability 


that the community will be the near 
future provide funds for your build- 
ing plans a competent architect oe 
selected for the purpose ol working 
out with you the most practicable so- 
lution of our building problem. 


2. That we provide for credit work 


in music for pupils in the high schools 
and that mechanical drawing in ths 
high school and manual training m 
ail of the schools be provided at the 
very earliest time possible. 


3. That -are employ at least two 


teachers for grade work in the eie- 
.m&atary-schools who are competent 
"itr"direct work in free-hand drawing 
-and alhed hand work. "- 


4. That owing to lack of funds with 


which to equip the .cpen air schools 
properfly, they be closed unt:i new 
buildings are constructed m which 
we may provide adequately for this 
work if in your judgment this type of 
school should be continued. 


5. That an effort be made to ap- 


jirai=e the 
monetary 
value of 
the 


grounds and buildings, furniture and 
equipment 
owned 
by the city 
for 


school purposes.

About 25 per cent, of the house 


fuel, he says, is used in raising the 
room temperature from 60 degrees 
to 70 degrees. 
Houses can be kept 


5 to 10 degrees 
lower than id cus- 


tomary—that is, kept at 62 to 68— 
without any discomfort or any dan- 
ger to health. 


"Keeping the house 
temperature 


lower is the eaiest 
way 
to save 


fuel," Mr. Vv'yer asserts. 
"It is fuel 


saved by doing less work. 
"In most houses, especially when 


hot air furnaces are used, the room 
air is too dry for health and com- 
fort. 
A room with proper humidity 


of air—not less than 30 per cent— 
will be more comfortable and health- 
ful at a low temperature 
than one 


where the moisture content Is 
too 


low. 
Therefore, with proper humid- 


ity, lower temperatures may be com- 
fortably maintained and less 
fuel 


used." 
\ 
Cold AJr Ixjaks 
Prevent leakage of 
cold air 
into 


your house and you save a big part 
of your coal bill and keep the house 
cleaner, 
declares 
Mr. Wyer. 
In 


many of the recent houses, he points 
out, especially those built to 
sell, 
the construction is so defective that 
a reasonably tight 
room cannot be 


had. 
Fuel savings of 15 to 25 per 


cent, are easily possible by making 
the house tight. 
These are ways of making your 


home more airtight: 


In cold climates, on the side of 


prevailing winds, storm sashes 
are 


effective. 


Caiking oakum or other calking 


material around window and 
door 


frames 
and weather 
striping 
for 


doors and windows, whether of wood, 
felt, rubber or metal, will reduce un- 
necessary cold air leakage. 


Cellars arc- always desirable, since 


floors where the wind can get under- 
neath are not only 
uncomfortable 


but serious heat wasters. 


HeaJth Menace 


Improper heating and ventilation 


not only causes discomfort and un- 
necessary expense but 
i<5 
a serious 


menace to health, Mr. "VVyer adds. 


"About one-third of all the deaths 
in this country." he says, "are due 
to respiratory diseases. 
Pneumonia 


is one-third more frequent in urban 
than in rural districts. The seasonal 
cycle of 
pneumonia where 
house 


heating is necessary is startling. 
Of 


the lotal annual deaths, about 40 per 
cent, occur during the winter months. 
24 per cent, during the fall 
and 
spring and 10 per cent, during the 
summer. 
In other words, the high- 


est death rate occurs during the heat- 
nig- season. 
This is due to lowering 


of vitality on account of-improper 
heating and ventilation. 
The toxic 


action from combustion products — 
especially carbon 
monoxide— from 


_flueless gas-heating stoves 
is aiso 
important." 


Cover Pipes 
Water tanks, furnaces 
and pipes 


for hot air. water or 
stearn should 


be adequately insuiated. Merely cov- 
ering with one thickness of asbestos 
sheets is not enough—-in fact, this is 


worthless. The covering must be half 
.'in inch thick to be effective 
and 


then will rnakp a marked saving in 
fuel and will heat the living room in- 
stead of the basement. 


Most hot-air furnaces have a slug- 


gish hot-air draft. 
Placing an elec- 


tric motor fan in the cold-air intake, 
according to Mr. Wyer. will: 


Increase the volume of fair 
going 


through the furnace and deliver more 
heat but tut a lower register temper- 
ature. It will deliver a warm 
in- 


stead of a hot air, thus producing 
better conditions in the room. 


Absorb more heat from 
the fuel, 


thus decreasing the fuel consump- 
tion. 


Make the draft positive and inde-i 
pendent of weather conditions.

Mr. Ford's theories on the future 


of the nlr "lizzies" a.s heard by Law- 
rence Sperry, American father of the 
flying flivver, wero reported by Mr. 
Sperry today on his return from a 2,- 
000 mile trip In his tiny plane, the 
Messenger, with a wing 
spread of 


only 20 feet. 


A month ago Mr. Sperry left Kar- 


nMngalc on his tour, during which he 
visited Washington. Dayton and St. 
Louis. On the return journey he had 
occasion to stop off at Detroit for a 
couple of gallons of gas and while 
there was invited to talk to Mr. Ford 
in his Ueaborn domicile. 


At tho very outset of the conver. 


sation. Mr. Sperry said, Mr. Ford 
was impressed by the fact that flying 
flivvers could go further on a gallon 
of gas than an earth flivver. 


The city boy. Mr. Ford 
thought, 


was quicker to accept a new idea than 
the country boy. a.s proved by the 
country boy's reluctance to give up the 
plough horse for 
the 
new-fangled 
tractor. So Mr. Ford thought Mr. 
Sperry should try to sell his planes 
to city boys first. 


The three-cylinder, aircooled motor 


which the Seprry flivver is equipped 
interested Mr. Ford a great deal and 
he viewed it, Mr. Sperry said, from 
a standpoint of quantity production, 
expressing- the belief that in larger 
numbers the engine could be built 
for $50. 


"If he is right, and he ought to be" 


Mr. Sperry said, 
the 
air 
Illvver 


could be put on the market for less 
than Jl.oijo." 


More advice about the 
construc- 


tion of the various parts tit the engine, 
the observation that the bones of the 
bird are hollow. In illustrating 'i point 
of engine weight and then Mr, Ford 
asked Mr. Sperry about his father.

close to man. although not necessar- 
ily ancestral.

Most Expensive 


City in Virginia

WASHINGTON. Oct. 19.—Lynch- 


burg was the third most expensive 
city to govern in the state in 1922, on 
the basis of the average per capita 
cost of the city government as report- 
dd to the Census Bureau of the United 
States Department of Commerce. 


Tho citizens of Lynchburg also paid 


the third highest property taxes; and 
had the fourth largest city debt. 


The total cost of government for 


the fiscal year 1922 was $3.372.993. 
which was a per capita cost of $45.43. 
In 1917 the per 
capita cost was 


$29.46. and In 1914. $24.54, the totals 
for these years being $881,482 and 
$729.881. respectively. 
The per capi- 


ta costs for 1922 consisted of expenses 
of general departments, $24.93; ex- 
penses of public service enterprises, 
$1 88 payments for interest, 
$5.28, 


and for outlays, $13.32. 
The chief 


items among payments for perman- 
ent improvements were $150.000 for 
schools and $180,000 for highways 


Norfolk and Richmond were the 


only other of the larger cities of the 
state having a higher per capita gov- 
ernmental cost in 1922. these being 
$90.55 and $49.62 respectively. 
Pe- 


tersburg 
Roanoke, Portsmouth, and 


Newport News all had lower costs. 


The 
total 
rgvenue 
receipts 
of 


Lynchburg were $1,255,267, or $41.53 
per capita. The per capita excess of 
governmental costs over revenue re- 
ceipts was therefore $3.90—the smal- 
lest deficit shown by any of the lar- 
ger cities, Newport News with $4.13 
being the next lowest. 
In Lynchburg property taxes rep- 


resented 52.3 per cent of the total 
revenue for 1922, 61.7 per cent, for 
1917. and 55.9 per cent for 1914. The 
increase in the amount of property 
taxes collected was 6.9 per ce nt from 
1914 
to 1917, and 34.9 per cent, from 


1917 to 1922 
The per capita prop- 


erty taxes were $21.70 in 1922, $16.34 
in 1917, and $15 28 in 1914. Norfolk 
with 
$24.01, and 
Richmond 
with 


$23.35, were the only cities of the 
state whose inhabitants paid higher 
property taxes. 
Earnings of public service enter- 


prises operated b ythe city represent- 
ed 15.2 per cent, of the total revenue 
for 1922, 12.9 per cent, for 1917, and 
12 2 per'cent, for 1914. Business and 
non-business licenses were 14.9 per 
cent, of the total revenue for 1922, 
14.8 per cent, for 1917, and 20.3 per 
cent, for 1914. 
The net indebtedness of Lynchburg 


was $82.22 per capita for 1922. $81.57 
for 1917, and $85.49 for 1014. The 
indebtedness of other cities of the 
state for 1922 was, for 
Norfolk, 


$19428; Portsmouth, $11429; Rich- 
mond, $92.62: Roanoke, $80.54; Pe- 
tersburg, $70.61, and Newport News, 
$47 29. 
The assessed valuation of property

Rogers claimed he shot his broth- 
er three times in self defense, accord- 
ing to the confession, after Love Rog- 
ers vi as advancing on him with a 
knife 


John declared he was forced to 
kill Love because the latter became 
angry "over my Interference while 
he was attempting to choke his wife " 


Officers said Rogers' confession cor- 
roborated in detail a confession made 
by Mrs Love Rogers yesterday in 
Avon Park, Florida, where the couple 
were taken into custody. 


"After my brother died," Rogers 


was quoted as saying, "I carried his 
body out into 
a cotton field and 


buried it 
This happened on Novem- 


ber 18, 1922 and I was afraid to face 
the law at the time." 


Officers said they found the body 
last week after they had been in- 
formed by a friend of John Rogers 
that he had admitted 
killing his 
brother and gave in detail where the 
body could be found

county grand Jury returned indict-

fession read. "I fired at him. The 
first and second shots failed to check 
his advance. I aimed carefully 
fired the third shot and he doubled 
up and fell at my feet I loved my 
brother, but it was time for one of 
u> to go," John said. 


'.'Of course, my neck is going to 
be broke, but I had it to do or lose 
my own life." ^ihe confession read. 
The signed article also stated that 
he succeeded

crime b> reporting that his brother 
had deserted -hia family and left the 
country. 
Days and nights of terror caused him 


and his brother's -widow to flee from 
here to Florida he is quoted as say- 
>ng During the day he tilled the soil 
in the same field he had buried Love 
At night "Love's spirit -would come 
to the house," he said 
"I will never get over it and will 
be to death. e\er since it happened," 
tne confession continued and which 
intimated that John would make no 
deiense but would place himself at 
tbe mercy of the court 
He declared 
he had made a true confession "for 
the truth will help me In the other 
world if it won't h$lp here."

his annual show. Still, he has hung 
on with the hope that with the com- 
ing of the next season costs would 
drop and the financial aspect would 
be brighter. 


"Interest as to my intentions 
has 


been aroused all over the country," 
he said yesterday, 'and many tele- 
grams and letters have come in ex- 
pressing regret that I shall have to 
abandon this work. But when I tell 
you that actors who used to get $175 
or $200 a week now make a momen- 
tary hit and demand $2,000 a week, 
you will see the position I am in.
